DEATH LIST GROWING. 


Thirty-five dead bodies, burned and 


mutilated beyond any effort of identifica- 
tion, possibly fifty or more other charred 
corpses in the. uncovered ruins, and a list 
of injured already upwards of fifty, con- 
stituted the record at 3 o'clock this af- 
ternoon of n boiler explosion, followed by 
flrn this morning at the shoe factory of 
the R. B. Grover company at Campbello,

BROCKTON, Mass., March 20,—With- 


in an hour after the 1100 or more em- 


ployes at the R. B. Grover Shoe factory 


had begun work today a boiler blew up 


in the factory engine room, wrecking a 
section of the building and starting a fire 
•which destroyed tlie ruins and spread to 
ether buildings nearby. Owing to the na- 
ture of the accident and the speed with 
•which the flames seized upon the col- 
lapsed section and the excitement any ac- 
curate estimate of the loss of life was 
impossible. It was understood that up- 
•n-arcU of 200 persons were at work in tlie 
departments near the boiler room and 
tho first indications were that hardly one 
could have escaped. Later, however, it 
was learned that about r,0 were unac- 
counted for and it was believed that 
many of this number might be dead or in- 


jured. The factory. " 'ar?° folir stor-v

The flames extended to several dwel- 


ling houses nearby and to the Dahlborg 
block, across the street from the Grover 
factory. These also were consumed am! 
other property was damaged. At 10:30 
o'clock it was believed that 1he fire was 
tinder control and the financial loss was 
estimated nt $200,000. 


FLAMES SPREAD QUICKLY. 


The boiler which exploded was loco-ted 


on the ground floor ni an '•!." which ex- 
tended from the main building. In the 
•three stories of the "I." were workrooms. 
Person* living near heard a dull roar 
nnd saw a cloud of smoko rising and the 
"L" of the factory falling to the ground. 
Flames burst from the ruins spreading 
quickly to the maiu structure which in a 
few mir.utes was a roaring furnace. Most 
of the employes in the main part of tho 
plant succeeded in escaping although in 
•the terrible panic which followed the ex- 
plosion quite a number were injured. 


The Grover fiu-tory was situated at 


Main oud Calm-nr streets, in the Camp- 
hello district about a mile south of the 
city proper. The district is within tho 
city limits of Hrorkton. A 
series of 


alarms summoned nil the fire apparatus 
in the city to the srenc and aid also 
was sent from nearby places. The fire- 
men experienced the greatest difficulty in 


. battling with the flames as thn Grover 


factory was of an extremely inflammable 
nature and nearly all the floors were sat- 
urated with oil. Andrew Lundoll, leg 
fractured and burned about face and 
hands and Elmer H. Dodge, compound 
fractured l.-g and severely burned about 
face nnd hands, were the first of the in- 
jured to be brought to the Brockton hos- 
pital. 


TAKEN' FROM THE RUINS. 


The heat of the fire was so intense that 


the work of the firemen and police was 
carried on under great difficulties. Their 
attention was chiefly given to the Grover 
building, especially that part which was 
near the boiler, and in the early stages 
of the fire, a number of employes were 
extricated from the ruins. The flames, 
however, soon stopped t-ho rescue work. 
Tons of water were poured on the "L", 
but the fire from the main structure be- 
came too hot for effective- work and the 
entire plant, with those who failed to es- 
cape, had to be abandoned. 


Meanwhile news of the accident had 


reached the homes of the operatives and 
through the crowds already near 
the 


burning factory, men and women were 
struggling wildly towards the center to 
pet news of relatives. When the flames 
reached Dahlbor»'s block oven the fire- 
men wore obliged to retreat temporarily 
nnd it was feared that a large section of 
the district would be obliterated. 
The 


occupant* in all these buildings had lit- 
tle time to save their pflVc^s. Some bare- 
ly escaped themselves. Reinforced by the 
no-rival of other apparatus, however, the 
department made a fresh 
attack and

nnounced at this hour that the 


dead may number 100 or more, but the 
total loss of life and tho number of those 
on the injured list will necessarily remain 
a miitler of mere surmise for some hours. 


Brockton has become a city of mourn- 


ing and the most harrowing scenes arc 
being enacted this afternoon

Mayor Keith said this afternoon that 


he would not be surprised if the number 
killed reached 100, although he said there 
was nothing on which to base such a 


departments of the factory have been 
posted at the. fire station and calls have 
been sent out for every person.who es- 
caped to indicate the fact on the list. 
In this way it is hoped n fairly accurate 
estimate of the number of dead may be 
obtained. 


As soon as the ruins had cooled suffi- 


ciently to permit the firemen, police and 
factory employes searching the debris 
the wreckage was cleared away and the 
charred bodies were removed. By 11:30, 
thirteen unidentified bodies had berai re- 
moved. Some of the bodies have been 
crushed or apparently badly injured in 
tho collapse of the floors of tho boiler 
rooms. Nearly all of the victims had 
been literally precipitated into a fiery 
furnace and had seemingly met death in- 
stantly. The friends 
and relatives of 


persons reported missing, many of them 
in tears, attempted to 
identify 
the 


charred remains, but it was seldom that 
the slightest mark could be found by 
which an identifications could be made.

HOUSES WRECKED. 


Two houses were wrecked as the re- 


sult 
of the explosion and their 
ruin 


furnishes one of the peculiar incidents 
of the explosion. The boiler was tin-own 
in a northerly direction by tho concus- 
sion. It passed completely through tho 
upper part of tho house occupied by 
David Rockwell, the 
engineer, partly 


wrecking the dwelling, nnd uninterrupt- 
ed in its flight, passed on to another 
dwe'.'.ing 100 feet further away, upon 
which it fell, practically demolishing the 
structure. This house was owned by 
Mrs. Ellie Hood. The boiler now lies in 
the midst of the fallen house.

At 3:30 the searchers had recovered 44 


bodies and were at work almost at the 
center of the ruins.

PRIEST RESCUES GIRLS. 


There were but few persons on 
the 


street in the vicinity of the factory when 
the explosion occurred. 'Among them 
\™s Rev. James A. Rourke, curate of 
St. Margarets Roman Catholic church, 
who, realizing that a terrible accident 
hnd happened, hurried to the 
factory. 


Toward the rear he saw the havoc caused 
by the explosion and the smoke beginning 
!o appear from the fire. 


In parts adjacent to the collapsed "L" 


windows were thrown up and many em- 
ployes climbed out on fire escapes or 
lump half way out at the openings. Fa- 
l.her Rourke procured n ladder which he 
ulaeed at a window toward which the 
ilallies already were rushing. Eight girls 
were taken out by the priest. On the 
ninth effort, the flames burst through the 
window and Father Rourke was driven 
back in spite of his efforts to reach a 
young woman who fell into the lire. 


Another who assisted in the work of 


rescue was 0. M. Godman, a special offi- 
cer, who raised a ladder to the 
third 


story and liberated several girls, but the 
(lames reached that point while there was 
still three young women waiting, nil of 
whom were thrown back to perish. 


One of the girls tells of the heroism of 


a fellow operative named John Smith. 
Smith and the young woman were pinned 
under a piece of wreckage which lay in 
such a. position that only one of the two 
:ould be extricated. Smith was able to 
,iso one arm and by his assistance the 
wreckage was moved sufficiently to per- 
mit the girl to be released. Smith was 
unable to get out of the trap -and per- 
ished.

David Rockwell, the engineer, who hnd

CAUSE 0 FEXPLOSION. 


The exact cause of the explosion has 


ascertained 
not been learned. It 
that a new boiler which had been used 
for some time got out of order last week. 
Last uighl an old boiler which hal not 
been healed for months was started in 
operation. 
Several of the state boiler 


experts who are here investigating th 
catastrophe examined the remnants of 
the- old boiler and they said that it hnd 
plenty of water in it. The work of re- 
moving the bodies, or rather the frag- 
ments of bodies proceeded slowly as the 
ruins were so hot that no one could ven- 
ture into them. Bodies were recovered 
by means of poles and were all on the 
cd™o of the rooms on Duton street side. 
At° 1 o'clock the center of the "L" hail 
not been reached. 


The largo numbo rof bones recovered 


led to the belief that they were parts of 
at least a score of bodies, but a careful 
inspection by physicians indicated that 
the bones were those of but thirteen bod- 
ies. The search was resumed this after- 
noon with the expectation that many 
more fragments would be found. Few of 
the bones were over a foot long. Oc- 
casionally a bit of clothing would remain 
t show whether the persons had been man 
or woman. The bones were placed in 
boxes as fast as they were taken out and 
driven to a temporary morgue. 


Up to 4 p. m., fifty-five bodies had been 


recovered from the ruins of the Grover 
shoe factory. 


MANY BODIES CRUSHED.

m.—Anxiety regarding the fate of Gen- 
eral Linevitch's. force continues, 
the 


main danger to^fbem'rjcing the Japanese 


columns which are hurrying northwart 
along the great trade route twenty mill 
west of and parallel with the line of re- 
treat. The heads of these columns were 
officially reported to be passing Fakomnn 
thirty miles northwest of Tie pass on 
Friday. Their appearance doubtless lias 
ed to Russian retirement, which may 
now have become literally a race north- 
ward as once the Russians are headed ii 
would be easy for the Japanese by a 
short cut to throw themselves across 
the line of retreat. After leaving Kal 
yuan, General Linevitch is believed to 
lave divided his army, the main portiot 
clinging to the milroad and the othe1 


falling back along the Mandarin road 
which rims to Kiria, it being imposnibl 
to leave the latter open to the Japanese 
lest Uiey would then be able to crec[ 
up on tho left flank. At the. same tinn 
it is recognized that a separation o 
forces is always attended with tlie dan 
ger of giving the enemy an opportunity 
to concentrate and fight the army in dc 
tail. Some military men believe thn 
Linevitch will try to hold the line fron 
Kirin to Changowan, 120 miles north o 
Tie pass. The first corps composed of 
steady troops from St. Petersburg and 
formerly commanded by General Meyon- 
doriT is covering the retreat which the 
war office declares is proceeding in an 
orderly fashion. 


Comploto details of the losses at the 


battle of Mukden arc not yet available 
at the war office, but the reports thus 
for received indicate that 120.000 men 
wero killed, wounded or made prisoners 
and that about eighty field guns were 
captured. Almost every siege gun, it is 
afllrmed, was removed. 


ASKED TO BE RELIEVED. 


ST. PETERSBURG, March 20, 4:59 p. 


m.—The story that General Kuropatkin 
remained at the front in command of 
General Linovitch's old first army is un- 
true. He is proceeding to 
Irkutsk, 


whore ho may stop a short time to re- 
cuperate before returning to St. Peters- 
burg. His nerves are said to be badly 
shattered. It is again being positively 
affirmed that Kuropatkin requested the 
emperor to relieve him.

The enemy afterward 
attempted a counter attack, but were 
repulsed. The enemy burned bridges on 
the main roud south of Kaiyuan and also 
Icstroycd part of a railway bridge. A 
•umber of Russian guns were found bur- 
tid near Mukden."

Firench cable complications have reached 
a'crisis. 


Minister Bowen has informed the state 


department that the French minister at 
Caracas ,by instructions of his govern- 
ment, has notified tlie Venezuelan gov- 
ernment that there must be no further 
proceedings on its part toward the can- 
celation of the company's franchise or 
interference with its property. 


Further Mr. Bowen reports that two 


French warships have been ordered post 
haste to Venezuela to act in accordance 
with the instructions of the French min- 
ister. These are the Julian de Gravicrre 
and the Duplex, now iu the Carribean 
sea. 


It is the expectation here that the ap- 


pearance of these ships at La Guaira will 
cause President Castro to aceecd prompt- 
ly to the demands of the French minis- 
ter, failing which the minister probably 
will place the legation in the care of 
some other minister at Caracas and go 
aboard one of the warships, thus sever- 
ing diplomatic relations between France 
and Venezuela. 
If the Venezuelan gov- 


ernment seizes the cable office near La 
Gunira, it is fully expected that the 
French warships will make a demonstra- 
tion, and attempt to land a force to re- 
cover possession of the property and if 
resisted open firo on tho defensive works 
recently constructed to 
command the 


harbor and roadstead at La Guaira. The 
Dutch government has lodged a very 
serious complaint with President Cas- 
tro against the treatment of its citizens 
nnd it may join with France in coercive 
measures. 


The French government has not ask- 


ed the consent of the United States to 
its proceedings against Castro nor docs 
it feel called upon to do so. The French 
government is proceeding in theory that 
there will be no intervention of this 
government. This assumption 
is cor- 


rect, providing there is no intention on 
the part of the French seizing with a 
view to its retention iiny Venezuelan 
territory.

AN AWFUL SCENE 


FOLLOWS EXPLOSION

TAFT TO SUCCEED HAY 


PrOdMcnt Said to Boliove That Soorotary 


of State Will Not Kstnrn to Work. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March 20.- 


Secrctary Hay will do uo more work un 
til late in. the fall, and if his health then 
be not greatly improved he will retire 
from the cabinet, in which event it prac- 
tically is certain that he will be succeed- 
ed by Secretary Tuft, who will be tho real 
head of the state department while Mi- 
Hay is away. 


The president doubts that Mr. Hay wil 


ever be strong enough to resume his of- 
ficial duties, and he already has selectee 
Mr. Taft ns his successor, burring some 
political contingency now unforeseen. 


The attack of faintncss to which Mr. 


Hay succumbed ns he was sailing from 
New York was accepted as an indication 
that lie was weaker than had been sup- 
posed. As soon ns he returns from his 
two months' cruise Mr. Hay will, by Dr. 
Rixey's orders, go to his summer homo at 
Lake. Sunapce, N. H., where he will stay 
until just before congress convenes. His 
condition then will determine whether 
lie is to remain in the cabinet. 


While he is at his summer home Mr. 


Hay will not be bothered with official 
cares. 


FffiE CREEK, W. Va., March 20.— The 


second rescuing party which was organ- 
ized yesterday to enter the Rush .Run 
and Red Ash mines to recover the bodies 
of the twenty-four men who are believ- 
ed to have been killed by the two ex- 
piosions Saturday and yesterday morn- 
ng. were able to enter the mine today. 
The lirst rescuing party which entered 
the mine early Sunday 
morning 
had 


gone two thousand feet when overcome ^ 
by the fcecond explosion. 
The second j 


rescuing party reached this point in the 
mine today and preparations were at 
once begun for the removal of the dead 
bodies. None have yet been recovered, 
but it is believed that by tonight the 
eleven men who gave up their lives in a 
brave attempt to rescue the imprisoned 
miners will bo brought out of the mine. 


BBAVE BESCCJERS KLLI-ED. 


THURMOND, W. Va.. March 20.— The 


explosion of fire damp at the bottom of 
the mine shaft at Rush Run, one mile. 
west of here, Saturday night and which 
resulted in tho death of twelve miners 
employed on the repair shaft, was fol- 
lowed Sunday by an even more fearful 
explosion which killed ten expert miners 
who, disregarding the danger and spur- 
red on by the lamentations of the wo- 
men and children who thronged about 
the mouth of the shaft, screaming for 
their loved ones who were believed to 
be at the bottom of the mine or caught 
like rats in some of the workings, mado 


heroic and ineffectual attempt to pen- 


etrate the mine, and in doing so, lost 
their own lives. 


SCENE IS HEART-RENDING. 


As soon as the report of the disaster 


was made public last night, the officials 
of the several mines in this vicinity hur- 
ried all of their available expert men to 
the scene in special trains to aid in the 
•work of rescue, as it was reported that 
there were fully half a hundred men im- 
prisoned in the distant workings. The 
night scene about the mouth of 
the 


shaft was of a character to try 
the 


hearts of the strongest. 


Weeping women, crying to be allowed 


to go into the mines to search for their 
loved ones .tried to rush by the guards, 
in order to throw themselves headlong 
into the depths below. Finally, it was 
decided that a rescuing party would at- 
tempt to penetrate the mine and volun- 
teers were called for. Every miner in 
the vicinity wanted to go down, al- 
though all knew that they were taking 
their lives in their hands when they did 
so. 'As the mine had not been sprinkled, 
the danger of another explosion was im- 
minent, but the party decided to go 
down and did so, leaving hundreds gath- 
ered about the mine's mouth amid a 
deathlike silence. 


HEROIC RESUERS PERISH. 


In half an hour there \vns another re- 


port, and the watchers knew that all 
was over. Following the report a great 
sheet of red flame shot from the mouth 
of the mine, and the crowd fell back in 
horror. All knew 
the heroic rescuers 


had perished.

SENATE HAS ADJOURNED 


Session 
Concluded 
Without 


Katiication of Santo Do- 


mingo Treaty. 


WASHINGTON, March IS.—At 3:30 p. 


m. today the senate adjourned sine die. 


The resolution by Mr. Teller requesting 


the president to send to the senate cer- 
tain information relating to Santo Do- 
mingo affairs, was laid before the- senate 
when it convened today. Mr. Teller said 
the resolution as amended should be sat- 
isfactory to everyone nnd if adopted, the 
next session would have all the data re- 
quired to consider the Dominican treaty. 


Mr. Teller concluded wth a. statement 


that he knew the resolution would go to 
the senate committee on foreign relations 
and be buried. He declared, however, 
that if this was done he would put the 
dominant party on record next stseion 
as suppressing information that the sen- 
ate was entitled to receive. 


Mr. Cullom replied that the committee 


on foreign relations was not in the habit 
of burying things that ought not to bo 
buried and promised that if referred, the 
resolution would be considered "at the 
proper time." 


Mr. Daniel argued that if the resolu- 


tion were referred to the committee no 
reply could be had at the present session, 
and said that so simple and courteous a 
request should be adopted. 


"If the resolution was .adopted," said 


Mr. Lodge, "and the president should re- 
fuse, as I believe he would be compelled j 
to do in the proper observance of com- 
ity existing between nations, some hos- 
tile persons would not be slow to charge 
that he was withholding information. 


Mr. Teller said that President Wash- 


ington, without any precedent 
before 


him, had been brave enough to refuse in- 
formation asked for by the house. 


"I think we have never had a president 


who was not courageous enough to re- 
fuse irtiproucr information, nor a senate 
menn enough to criticise tho president 
if he should tike such a course." 


It was' argued by Mr. Cullom that the 


information would not be available nt 
this session unless the sessions were con- 
tinued n week or two. 


Mr. Morgan ppoke in favor of the adop- 


tion of the resolution. 


At the conclusion of the discussion the 


senate went into executive session. 


At 2 p. m.. the senate formally reach- 


ed the-decision that the Santo Domingo 
treaty could not be ratified. Pending no- 
minations were disposed of and Send tors 
Cullom and McCrcnry were named as a 
committee to notify the president that 
the senate was ready to adjourn sine die.

RUSSIAN ARMY MAY BE 


FORCED INTO THE SUNGARI 


Chicago Record-Herald: Once out of 


the hills, which extend some thirty miles 
north of Tie pass, the Russian army has 
before it nearly 300 miles of flat, open 
country and innumerable rivers and 
jtremns to cross. This is what is term- 
ed the Great Valley of the Sungari, but 
is in fact an immense plain, bounded on 
the east by high mountains and extend- 
ing northward into 
Siberia, and wcst- 


wnrd into Mongolia. 


Kirin, east of the railway, and Harbin, 


the most northerly point on the rail- 
way where it branches off to Vladivo- 
stok eastward and to Siberia westward, 
are the centers of this wonderfully rich 
country, resembling in many respects 
the northwest territories of Canada. 


From Tie pass the railway runs over 


hills known as the divide to Kaiyuan, 
twenty miles, striking into a valley, on 
either side of which rise high hills, 
emerges on to the plain just northeast 
of the important Chinese city of Feng- 
hautsein. From there to llarbin hsrdly 
a hill can be seen from the railway train. 


Besides the railway there is a wagon 


road, from Tie pass to Kaiyuan, where 
it branches, one branch making a detour 
to the westward, skirting the mountains 
and running alni05t direct to Harbin. 
The other branch passes through the 
mountains to Kirin, from whoch center 
there are many ronds. 


The distance from Tie pass to Harbin 


is little less than 300 miles. 


The wenthcr on the plain is much cold- 


er than in the Mukden section of Man- 
churia, the thermometers in the trains 
dropping several degrees us the divide is 
crossed and continuing to fro down until 
Lake Baikal is reached. As a rule the

and sea forces operating against Japan. 
The word disgrace is written in large 
letters in the laconic imperial order ga- 
zetted -which contains not a single word 
oi praise and also disposes o£ the rumor 
that Kuropatkin hud asked to be reliev- 
ed. The Russian military annals contain 
no more bitter imperial rebuke. While. 
it' was -known that the war council had

Practically no progress is being made by 
the Eouligan commission. The emperor 
has been so much occupied with the war 
situation that he has-twice postponed ac- 
tion on Governor General Bouligan's rc.e- 
ommendations and the latter is repre- 
sented to be so dissatisfied that he de- 
sired to resign and turn over his work 
to his assistant, M. Vatatsi. . 


The war council, it is also understood, 


has definitely decided that Vice Admiral 
Rojcstvensky shall continue his voyage 
and give battle to the Japanese in the 
forlorn hope of wresting control of the 
sea from Admiral Togo. 


If Rojcstvensky 
is sxiccessful it is 


claimed that an entirely new complexion 
will be placed on the situation. 


In the meantime the completely dis- 


heartened ranks of those who are cry- 
ing for peace are growing, the strangest 
convert being Prince Mestchersky who, 
as shown by liis article in the Grash- 
danin this morning, has become suddenly 
a zealous advocate of reform, declaring 
that to make an end of the war would 
not require more heroism than to con- 
clude peace after victory. He thanks 
God for sending defeat instead of vic- 
tory which he says would only cover 
with laurels the gaping wounds and .mis- 
eries of -the poverty-stricken people nnd 
the "badly fed and badly clothed but 
heroic soldiers, justified robbers of a 
peaceful country." 


The "glorified though faithless ser- 


vants of the emperor" are exhorted to 
penitence after the present trials and 
are urged to "give rebirth to honor and 
duty."

Tho task confided to Lincvitch of

perate one. He is hemmed in on all 
sides. General Kawamurc. presumably 
Is pressing northward through the moun- 
tains eastward ready to swoop down, 
Generals Nogi and Oku arc on the west 
of tho Russian forces, the whole line of 
the railroad is threatened if not already 
cut and Chinese bandits nre even report- 
ed to bo in the rear of Harbin. A con- 
summation of the Mr.kden disaster is 
feared. Napoleon's plight in the retreat 
from Moscow with Kutusoff's Cossacks 
harrassing the starving, freezing French- 
men was hardly as bad or dangerous. 


FEAR FURTHER SACRIFICES. 


Nothing further has arrived from the 


front, but it is feared that the decimated 
battalions which had hardly recovered 
from the demoralization of the Mukden 
retreat have again been thrown into con- 
fusion by Field Marshal Oynnm's rclent- 
Icsa, merciless pursuit. The war oflice 
, 


greatly fears that more of the siege and 
ildd guns which Kuropatkin managed to 
savo at Mukden have been sacrificed in 
the hurried flight from Tie pass. The 
question of ammunition and food is also 
vital as it is known that -the Russians 
wore compelled to burn further stores at 
Tie pans where the commissariat was on- 
ly beginning to feed the half-famished 
troops when the new retreat was order- 
ed. 


450,000 MORE TO BE SENT. 


But even in the face of the possibility 


of the complete loss of the army and the 
admittance that Vladivostok is already 
possibly lost, tho emperor still shows no 
signs of yielding. Preparations for con- 
tinuing tho war on a larger scale than 
ever are> proceeding. The dictum has 
gone forth that another army of 450,000 
men is to be dispatched to the -far cast 
and in order to avoid delay it has been 
decided instead of sending only reserve 
men to form new armies largely of reg- 
ular units leaving tho reserves to replace 
the regulars in garrison duty at home. 
Throughout the war many military men 
havo contended that it was a fatal mis- 
take to send reserve men to the far cast. 
A division of the imperial guard will bt 
rent to tho front. It is not improbable 
that some of this year's conscripts will 
Tie sent. Separate armies are to bo or- 
paolwd under Generals Grodekoff, Grip- 
enboTfl and KamarofT. Even in the most 
cotimlaWc quarters, however, it 'is realiz- 
.«d that a general mobilization is likely 
/to bo accomplished by widespread (lis-

A SKETCH_OF LINEVITCH 


Knropatkln'i Successor Dan Fine Military 


Record anil Is GO Ycarfl Old. 


ST. PETERSBURG, March 17.— Lieut. 


General Lincviteh, the new commander 
of the Russian land ana sea forces in the 
far east is in the- sixty-sixth year of his 
age. He was fighting in the Caucasus 
when he was twenty-one, took part in 
the Russo-Turkish war of 1SJ7-7S and 
has since then taken part in all of Rus- 
sia's Asiatic campaigns. Lincvitch was 
also prominent in the relief of the lega- 
tions at Pekin. 


He is greatly beloved by the soldiers 


because of his constant solicitude for 
their welfare. 


At the battle of Mukden General Line- 


vitch'was reported March 5 as stubborn- 
ly holding his position and as having re- 
pulsed thirteen consecutive attacks of 
the Japanese, but in spite of this he is 
said to have escaped with slight losses, 
and March. 13 he entered the Russian 
lines south of Tie pass with his regi- 
ments in perfect order. The following 
day the Russian troops, apparently those 
commanded by General Liuevitch, re- 
pulsed a Japanese attack nt the Fan 
river, the Japanese leaving a thousand 
men killed before the Russian position. 


TO INVADE UNITED STATES

It does not ap- 
pear that this tenement house lacked for 
fire escapes but that the loss of life oc- 
curred through the stupidity of tho in- 
mates themselves in blocking up the fire 
escapes with cans,, furniture, ash cons 
and household articles. This blockaded 
tho escapes so that victim after victim, 
not being able to make their way utiiuk 
enough, or even to pass the obstacles at 
all, fell back in tho flames. The police at 
once, discovered the trouble but 
were 


powerless to help very much, and the 
poor victims not being able to descend 
fast enough, were slowly roasted or over- 
come mercifully quickly. Through the 
courage- of the firemen and policemen, 
however, there were many courageous 


- rescues, but had the escapes been free us 


they should have been it is doubtful if 
any Hvcs at all would have been lost. It 
dooms there is something about 
some 


door leading to one of the escapes, or ;in 
opening in tho escape 
being fastened 


through the action of frost, so in the 
hurry it could not be opened. 


If every American community had an 


official whoso, duty was nothing more 
than inuke a. weekly inspection of every 
public place, hall, place of amusement, 
hotel and manufactory, to sec that not 
only every required fire protection was 
iu placo and maintained, but that every 
one of such was in perfect working order 


and not there just for looks alone, it 
would be perfectly justified. Then where 
the law commanded fire escapes they 
would be assured and the law should 
command them on every exposed side of 
a building; there would be ample exits 
in places of public amusement, and the 
exits would be open at every time of 
public gatherings; there would be permit- 
ted no small vestibules for audiences to 
pour out in in time of panic; every out- 
side door would open outwards beyond 
all question; there would be an assured 
open roadway to every fire 
escape 
in 


buildings, and the access would be public. 
It may sometime be probable that the 
law may go to the extent of compelling 
builders to separate every room by a 
brick partition of suitable thickness, and 
if so, the public good would certainly be 
subserved materially. But still American 
made law is only too often just made 
law and ends where it should have begun 
aji active existence. We make 
many 


laws annually and bi-annually, nnd of 
laws there is no scorning end. Bnt of act- 
ual enforcement of laws, there is most 
generally a poor beginning and a poor 
continuance, where the benefit and pro- 
tection of the people arc most concern- 
ed. 


Instead of new laws, if the authorities 


would only enforce a portion of tho laws 
we already have on some subjects, it 
would be a public boon. 


IMMIGRATION POURING IN. 


Immigration is to be unusually heavy 


this spring, thirty thousand being looked 
for in the coining few days. It is how- 
ever a very singular thing that in view of 
our law regarding contract labor that it 
is stated thousands of these new comers 
tire already secured with places for work. 
Just how this is managed is not stated, 
but the account distinctly says: 


"The great immigration is due to the 


unusual demand for labor in the interior 
of the country. More than 70 per cent 
of the Italians expected within the next 
week are coming to work on railroads 
and in the mining section of Pennsylva- 
nia. Of the immigrants from Germany 
and Ireland the authorities say more 
than 30 per cent arc young women who 
intend to accept places as domestics. The 
immigrant intelligence bureaus will dis- 
tribute these young women, and the 
managers of these offices say that nearly 
all nre already placed." 


If tliis, is not violation of the contract 


lubor law there never was any. Think of 
it, seventy per cent of Italians expected 
arc secured to work on railroads and in 
the Pennsylvania mines. But probably as 
the coal roads and conl operators have 
special dispensations they may violate 
the contract labor law with absolute im- 
punity. Then observe fifty per cent of 
the now comers from Germany and Ire- 
land young women, are to accept places 
as domestics, and this would of course 
be all right, but here comes in the little 
joker with the statement, "managers of 
these ollicfs say places have been secur- 
ed for nearly all arc 
already 
placed." 


Now it is not necessary that individual 
contracts be made at all, so long as sit- 
uations for many thousands of immi- 
grants in railroads and in coal mines and 
as domestics arc secured and made ready 
in advance.

openly assented to the law controlling 
their road vehicles. It -was but the. bar- 
est effrontery of memb'ers of these Chi- 
cago wealthy clubs asserting the com- 
munity had no right to protect itself 
from reckless uutomobilinij, that it had 
no right to number automobiles, no right 
to require official registering and no right 
to insist upon properly trained chauf- 
feurs. In brief these men resented any 
lawful control and through the virtue of 
a court injunction for months kept the 
Chicago police from enforcing the 
law 


against reckless speed, or careless operat- 
ing or from requiring them to carry a 
number. 


But it was only through the insistence 


of Mayor Harrison that the municipality 
won out, though not even yet is the 
measure of victory complete. The con- 
sent of leading members of the Chicago 
Automobile club to a proper regulative 
measure wil! naturally help along mat- 
ters, ns it deprives the bnd citizens of 
needed support in the courts, and helps 
the local authorities that much. The

When it is possible for people to pe- 


ruse the appropriations made by congress 
at every session, it will be perceived in 
where excisions cnn be readily made and 
how extravagant congresses are for their 
own luxuries. It is nonsense to pretend 
this "economy bug" as satirical members 
refer to the people and their objections 
to all unnecessary appropriations nnd 
bills for political nnd pork graft, can 
be expended ul the expense of onv navy 
and comply with the first rules of com- 
mon sense. 


There are millions of dollars that can 


be left out of the appropriations and so 
fnr as any particular needs of the coun- 
try are concerned, the country could not 
possibly know the difference, nnd the pre- 
tense made by Speaker Cannon and other 
Republicans that the demands of the 
people for a reasonable economy in the 
public expenditures implies a shutting off 
of part of the proposed needs of the 
navy, will not satisfy.

ships cutting the rest out. Even this 
number hud opposition on the pretext the 
country has now a sufficiently large nnvy 
and should rest where it is, and so but 
one vessel was authorized. But the de-

which had cost $2fl,000 to construct. The 
account of the fire stated defective; wir- 
ing was responsible. 


There is but one way the community 


cnu be reasonably protected against 
poor and illy contrived electrical work, 
and that ia through an efficient aupervi*- 


ion liy tho law. In every 
community 


where electrical power and illuminant is 
used, there- should be a competent in- 
spector paid'as other. officials are paid, 
who should' under such rules and' regula'-; 


tions as might be. required inspect .every 
particle of electrical wiring before the 
current was allowed to be 'turned on. 
Every new building should be wired un- 
der complete rules, ensuring safety as 
far as it can be assured,-nnd should not 
be passed favorably upon until the in- 
spector has certified all electrical work 
had been performed under 'the proper 
requirements.- A reasonable fee to be 
paid by parties in interest would be suf- 
ficient to pay the necessary salary. As 
things are now done beyond some re- 
quirements that'may or not be done, 
since there is-'no inspection and the re- 
quirements, arc-not very complete, no 
building With) electrical wiring can be 
assured of safety. Wires will cross, and 
.where no particular system is employed 
by different electrical- workers there is 
no uniformity' in ..workmanship or in 
construction, "there is really no assur- 
ance of accidents :npt< happening. 
They 


may happen under 
-• any circumstances, 


but precautions will save many.

One law that certainly ought to be en- 


acted if such is not already on the stat- 
ute books is one compelling or requiring 
the full consideration to be expressed ir 
ever}- deed nnd mortgage.

jority of deed; now recorded carry no 
signification anywhere as to the amount 
of monclury consideration. If the law 
nullified -every deed that expressed no 
consideration, that is the true amount 
paid for the property, it would be n just 
law. 


But of course it could not be rationally 


expected any legislature could possibly 
enact such n, reasonable and very nec- 
essary law as this. Indeed why should 
not a deed of real estate, express on its 
face the exact, consideration paid for the 
property? 
If it is a case of deeding for 


love nnd affection the estimated value of 
the property could.be stated, and the 
deed 
acknowledge a receipt 
in 
full. 


Whole pages and volumes in our regis- 
ter of deeds offices are blank; as far as 
any values are concerned and this should 
not 
be the- case. If 
our 
legislature 


wishes to perform meritorious nnd need- 
ed acts, it can cosily find openings to do 
so, as can other similar bodies. In such 
a law as proposed no one cnn be possi- 
bly injured and nil citizens cnn be grent- 
ly benefited nnd the public good sub- 
served. 


TO GUARD AGAINST DEADLOCKS. 
\Vlien the constitutional amendment 


makers get to work in the fullness of 
time it ought not to be omitted some 
provision by which the people of a state 
shall not go unrepresented in the United 
States senate through the obstinacy or 
the inability of a majority to unite upon 
one person and elect. Probably this ob- 
jection being considered with a. sundry 
lot of other objections to the present 
methods, may lend to such a convention 
proposing that all United States senators 
be elected by tho pooplc through a direct 
vote, liut if not this, the plan might be 
devised when «. deadlock has barred out 
the people from representation, of re-quir- 
ing if such election has not taken place 
up to adjournment, the people of such 
state to vote within thirty days to decide 
whom they will be pleased to have join 
the other member.

BECAUSE OP ENMITY. 


ACT INVOLVES $10,000,000 


Wrath of Badger Railways Brought 


Down on, People on Account of 


Adverse Legislation and Pub- 


lic Attitude. 


[Special Correspondince.] 


Madison, Wls., March i;.—Wisconsin 


has, by its adverse legislation and seem- 
ing feeling of enmity toward the rail- 
roads of the state, brought down the 
•wrath of the corporations on its head, 
and the companies declare that not un- 
til a cessation of this example of popu- 
lar 'temper Is noticed will the many im- 
provements, which had been planned 
for the state, be realized. AU the roads 
have abandoned their projects, Includ- 
ing 'fully $10,000,000 worth of improve- 
ments, and no further efforts will be 
made to add to the facilities of shippers. 
The Northwestern Is the road which no- 
tices the ill-feeling of the people most, 
and this line had planned more Improve- 
ments than any other system In the 
state.consequently tho withdrawal of the 
plans will be felt to a great extent. Ex- 
tensions had been projected lor Sheboy- 
gan. Green Bay Northwestern Road, a 
new line was to be built from Lake Bluff 
to Milwaukee at a cost of ?2,000,000,a cut- 
off had been decided on between Mani- 
towoc and Green Bay, bringing the two 
cities within 35 miles ot each other by 
rail, and a road had been surveyed 
through the timber land near Mantto- 
wish. Now, however, all these plans 
have been abandoned, not as spite work, 
iccording to the heads of the roads, but 
purely as a matter of business. Other 
roads besides the Northwestern had 
planned spurs and minor improvements, 
and each, coinciding with the ideas of 
the others, have agreed to quit the work. 
The managers declare that their effort 
to please the public is not appreciated, 
the people doing what they can to in- 
jure the roads. In this city there has 
been not one minute of rest in the rail- 
road rate agitation; hearings are con- 
stantly going on, and the corporations 
are as often denounced. As yet, there 
has been Jlttle effect seen from the ulti- 
matum of the railways, except to arouse 
consternation among the solons and 
make the bitter feeling even more in- 
tense. 


Bryan, Speaks to Solons. 


On the invitation of the legislature 


last -week, William J. Bryan addressed 
the body, with Gov. La Follote in at- 
tendance. He created great enthusiasm 
by branding the governor as the great- 
est champion of rate regulation in the 
United States, and praised to the skies 
the administration measures of the 
state. The former presidential candi- 
date made the railroads the target of his 
remarks and declared that he was well 
pleased with the hold which Wisconsin 
had taken in its effort to curb these cor- 
porations. 


House Wants Income Tax. 


The commonwealth of Wisconsin is 


right in line for an income tax law. Af- 
ter a spirited debate last week in the as 
sombly, that body passed, by a vote o. 
78 to 16. a Joint resolution to amend thi 
constitution and to allow the legislate-- 
to a*thorUe.an income tax. Advocate, 
of the resolution are trembling for lea: 
that some hitch In the.proceedlngs wil 
compel th9.resolution to share the fai. 
of Its predecessor of two years ago. -•'. 
that time the legislature adopted an:: 
ing, providing for such an amendmer.. 
but the failure on the part o£ tho secrc 
tary to publish it three mouths prior f. 
tho election of last-year, according to ; 
constitutional provision, killed the res- 
olution. A new resolution was then in- 
troduced and its substitute- reported. 
The most strenuous objection to the 
move of the assembly came from Mr. 
Norcross. of Janesvllle. Mr, Norcross 
declared that tho idea of an Income tax 
•was unpopular with tho American peo- 
ple, and oxperlnece had shown such an 
enactment impracticable. Nevertheless 
the resolution went through. 


Tvo-Ccnts-a-Mlle Bill Passed. 


The assembly last week passed the bill 


providing for a two cent mile rate on 
all railroads with gross earnings of 
S3 500 p«r mile or more, without a single 
bit of opposition. Harly In tbe fight for 
the measure some opposition developed 
toward the measure, but as soon as the 
members opposing the bill saw the use- 
lessness of their efforts it was passed 
easily. The argur"«nt Crst advanced 
•was that if the rate bill proposed by the 
administration went through this meas- 
ure would** out of harmony, for the rea- 
son that It covered some of tho phases 


- belonging to the measure first ushered 
•in. 
Despite this fact, the legislators 


seemed to favor the bill and, with tho 
aid r'"lts sponsor, Henry Johnson, of 
Oconto, it v.-ii t;u!ckly put through.
